work from the heart, individ¬ 
uals with “heart trouble” or 
hardening of the arteries at¬ 
tain a greater degree of com¬ 
fort in warm climates. 

Heat generally slows down 
physical activity (some ex¬ 
perts say that this extends to 
mental activity as well) and 
the energetic bustle common 
to colder climates is lacking. 
This is all to the good so far 
as individuals suffering from 
heart and circulatory disorders 
are concerned as it slows them 
down. Less may be accomplish¬ 
ed but life, in many instances, 
will be longer. 

Cold, damp, changeable wea¬ 
ther is not considered the best 
environment for those indivi¬ 
duals suffering from any form 
of arthritis or rheumatism. In¬ 
creased pain seems to accom¬ 
pany changes in weather and 
an equable climate, such as is 
found in Southern California, 
apparently provides the great¬ 
est degree of comfort. 

It now is commonly accepted 
that warm, very dry air, either 
indoors or out, is less healthy 
than air which possesses a cer¬ 
tain amount of humidity. The 
delicate mucus membranes 
that line the throat and nose 
become dry and irritated when 
moisture is lacking in the air 
and the susceptibility to sinus 
infection, colds, and other res¬ 
piratory disorders is greatly in¬ 
creased. 

Individual suffering from tu¬ 
berculosis may be benefited by 
certain climates provided they 
have the proper medical and 
nursing care, rest, and calm 
of mind that are needed for 
recovery. In this particular dis¬ 
ease, good medical care and 
satisfactory adjustment to cir¬ 
cumstances are often much 
more important than the most 
salubrious of climates. 

Although someone has said 
that the only perfect climate 
is to be found in bed, most 
people will be satisfied with a 
climate that gives them free¬ 
dom for year-round activities 
and a reasonable degree of 
comfort. 

imperfect as the weather may 
be in this part of the world, it 
nevertheless comes pretty close 
to filling these requirements. 
For older people, it also is one 
of the most healthful climates 
in the world.

only 74 per cent in population 
during the same period. 

“It costs cities four million 
dollars a year to police the un¬ 
incorporated areas of the coun¬ 
ty,” said Mr. Cornyn. “We pay 
83 per cent of the cost of main¬ 
taining 12 separate sheriff’s 
substations which do the same 
job Sierra Madre’s Police De¬ 
partment does.” 

“One of the most flagrant 
abuses of funds concerns the 
County Road Department—an 
agency operated 92 per cent of 
the way by state and federal 
money.” The city attorney de¬ 
clared that cities pay 55 per 
cent of the cost on the same 
job for which unincorporated 
areas pay only 8 per cent. 

"We don't mind fair taxa¬ 
tion,” he pointed out, “but we 
want it to benefit those who 
pay the tax.” 

Mr. Cornyn said Sierra Ma¬ 
dreans could help support the 
League of Cities’ fight to end 
this situation through the lo¬ 
cal City Council. 

He charged Kiwanians and 
other residents to “recognize 
their local citizenship and the 
opportunity it affords to bet¬ 
ter community life.” Citizens, 
he said, should ask them¬ 
selves: "What am I doing to 
help Sierra Madre?”
